Net Employment Change (Column G) is the difference in the number of jobs between the base and projected years. 

. Percent employment change (Column H) indicates how fast employment is expected to increase or decrease during the projection period. 

. Annual Exit Openings (Column M) are an estimate of the annual number of jobs that will arise from the need to replace workers who have left the workforce entirely. 

. Annual Transfer Openings (Column N) are an estimate of the annual number of jobs that will arise from the need to replace workers who have transferred to a different occupatior 
. Annual Growth Openings (Column O) are the annual numeric change in employment. 

. Annual Total Openings (Column P) are the sum of exit, transfer, and growth openings.
